Despite contentions of some aviation enthusiasts that air power 
has made the dreadnaught obsolete, navy officials set aside this big 
sum for capital ships in a history-making $3,861,053,312 contract let- j 
ting. 
The seven battleships will be heavily-armored, long-range ves­ 
sels of 45,000 tons or more, larger than any warships now afloat and

der construction in other nations. 
Reports circulated in the capi­ 
tal, moreover, that three of them 
would be of 53,000 tons, larger 
than any other power is known 
to be building, but this could not 
be confirmed.

Doubled Gasoline Mileage 
May Be Motorists’ Next Boon 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE

(Associated Press Science Editor) 
Detroit, Sept. IO—The next major change in automobile 
driving, the American Chemical Society was informed today, is 
likely to be doubling the miles per gallon of gasoline. 
Laboratory tests already show both that it can be done, and 
that while the gasoline for doubled mileage will cost more, the 
driver still may cut his fuel bill by perhaps 20 per cent. 
The reports were made by T. A. Boyd of the research lab­ 
oratories of the General Motors Corporation. Up to now, he 
.said, the buyers of cars have preferred more power, more accel­ 
eration and more hill-climbing capacity rather than just more 
miles per gallon. They can’t have both, he explained. 
American drivers today ride on what Is known as 70 octane 
gasoline, on the average. Boyd said that IOO octane experiments 
show 55 per cent more miles per gallon at 20 miles an hour, 
and more than 40 per cent gain at higher speeds. 
But above IOO octane a car gives 50 per cent more miles at 
60 miles an hour and 70 per cent more at 20 miles an hour. One 
hundred octane is already on the market for aviation. 
When it comes in for cars. Floyd estimated it would cost 
IO cents per gallon to manufacture, or twice as much as pres­ 
ent standard gasoline, but that with the greater mileage the 
driver still would save money.

NATURALIZATION 
The United States, traditionally careless In 
its acceptant of immigrants, has been more 
careful since the last war and is tightening up 
a little more now, but is still easy compared 
with Canada. Thai country has always had 
a “show me” attitude toward newcomers who 
were not British already. And lately it has 
become very hardboiled. 
A heavy immigration of Germans and Ital­ 
ians after the last war came between 1922 
and 1929. Recently the deadline for naturali­ 
zation was residence in the dominion since the 
latter date. Now the government at Ottawa 
has 
adopted 
a 
retroactive 
limit 
going 
back to 1922 and is cancelling the citizenship 
of all Germans and Italians who took out 
their papers later than September I of that 
year. After a residence of 18 years and 
actual acceptance as Canadian citizens for 
years, they must report to the police as 
“enemy aliens.” 
There is a saving clause in the regulations. 
Exemption may be granted in the case of any 
naturalized alien “able to establish his status 
as a loyal subject.” Even so, it seems rough 
in comparison with what Kipling called our 
“easy, unswept hearth.” 


TOTALITARIAN REEMPLOYMENT 
In his Labor Day address John L. Lewis, 
head of the CXO., pointed out that no mat­ 
ter how many men we conscript and how’ 
much machinery we build we will not be se­ 
cure in the matter of national defense until 
we get the ten million idle men back to work. 
There can be no questioning of the sound­ 
ness of this statement. We must be well de­ 
fended economically as well as in a military 
sense. 
Unless we can match our spending 
with raising money, we cannot hope to win 
any real struggle for national safety. If we 
do not succumb to a foreign enemy we will 
sooner or later give way to bankruptcy. And 
until we put our mon back to work, earning 
money and buying the product' of the farm 
and the factory, we cannot raise the revenue 
with which to provide our military defense. 
Putting our men back to work in private 
Industry, therefore, is one of the first things 
to be done. It can only be done soundly by 


I have spoken before of seeing school children 
beaten over the knuckles with a ruler, pointer or 
strap when they used their left hand in writing. We 
were taught at that time that everybody should 
write with the right hand; in fact that using the 
left hand was a sign that the individual was not 
normal, not as bright as he should be. 
Fortunately, the idea that children who were 
born left handed should be taught and made to use 
the right hand when writing w’as dropped some 
years ago. Further, it was found that left handed 
i youngsters were just as bright, if not brighter, than 
those who were right handed. 
Unfortunately, there are some parents and 
! teachers who still believe that the left-handed 
) youngster should l*e made to use his right hand 
. when writing and these youngsters are forced 
against their will to use the right hand for writing 
or other purposes where they would naturally ase 
the left hand. That this forcing of the youngster to 
Use his right hand may affect the youngster men­ 
tally is reported by Dr. Vera Karvosky, University 
j of Mont|>ellier, in Annals of Medicine and Physiolo­ 
gy Dr. karvosky made a study of 2,500 children. 
This study showed that when a youngster, born 
left handed, is. from the time he begins to use his 
hands, made to use his right hand, it results in the 
child’s being slow in learning to walk. speak, and 
learn. 
"One is left handed or one is right handed." Pa­ 
rents and teachers should stress that left-handed­ 
ness is not a defect, not something to be hidden, 
I but is just a s natural as having blue eyes or red 
hair, and children should be permitted to use the 
left hand as naturally as use of the right is devel­ 
oped. By allowing the youngster to do the “natural" 
thing, that is use his left hand, there will he no 
emotional disturbances or conflicts to hinder his 
mental and physical progress.

Science Reverses IU 
Hot Weather Menu 


Detroit, Sept. IO (Art — The 
old advice to eat less m eat to 
keep cool in hot weather was 
shown to he exactly wrong in 
experiments reported to the 
American 
Chemical 
Society 
here today. 
The right way, said Dr. E 
B Forbes, director of the In­ 
stitute of Animal Nutrition at 
Pennsylvania State College, is 
to eat lean meat and other pro­ 
tein foods as usual, and be 
careful about consumption of 
starch, sugar and fat. 
The old theory rested on ex­ 
periments in which each kind 
of food was fed by itself and 
meat, or protein, caused the 
greatest amount of body heat. 
In Dr. Forbes experiments he 
fed proteins, fats and sugars 
all together and showed that 
under those circumstances the 
meats don’t cause so much heat 
production.

Laten Display at Ellenville 
to Stress Health Methftd 
Has Been Landmark 
for Two Decades 


ELLENVILLE 


Ellenville, Sept. 6 —A sanitation 
exhibit that has attracted consid­ 
erable attention graces the lawn 
of the Jewish Agricultural Society 
on Center street, Ellenville. 
Sponsored by the Ulster-Sulli- 
van office which is completing its 
21st year, the display has proven 
invaluable to countless farmers in 
this area. 
Inaugurated primarily for Jews, 
the exhibit has been open to the 
general public. 
All creeds are 
graciously received. 
The display is especially note­ 
worthy in the fact that it was con­ 
structed to benefit the territory 
that contains the densest Jewish 
rural population in America. 
The occupational texture of this 
area is not purely agricultural. 
The farm-boarding and rooming 
business, because of its size, has a 
tendency to screen agricultural ac­ 
tivity. Nevertheless, considerable 
farming is being pursued. 
When the local office was first 
opened, farming was at a low lev­ 
el. The land was sparsely cultivat­ 
ed. 
Few farmers raised enough 
fodder to feed their cows through 
the winter and therefore sold 
their herds in the fall and bought 
new ones in the spring. 
Vegetables, poultry, eggs and 
, other farm produce consumed in 
boarding houses were brought in 
from the outside and many farm ­ 
ers did not raise enough to support 
their own tables. 
Returned to City 
Unable to wrest a living from 
the farm, many farmers drifted 
back to the city over winter. La­ 
mented in the first local report 
was that "our farmers have be­ 
come consumers instead of produ­ 
cers.*' 
Today the picture is entirely 
different. True, it is not agricul­ 
turally self-supporting, but it im­ 
ports relatively less food stuffs for 
: an increased summer population. 
I Farming has grown not only in 
: volume but in kind and quality. 
Included in the well-planned ex­ 
hibit are: 
a protected shallow 
well, septic tank, garbage inciner­ 
ator, subsoil absorption lines, dry 
privy, leeching cess pool, spring 
enclosure and homemade emer­ 
gency chlorinator. 
Features of the well are upper 
walls that are set solidly in ce- 
i ment and lower walls laid loosely : 
I also solid cement covering and 
I ceiling.

Sinking Spot in Highway 
Sear Kerhonkson Offers

Kerhonkson, Sept. 6—An enigma 
that has baffled highway engineers 
for at least a quarter of a century 
is the "mystery slide" on Route 
209, about a mile west of Kerhonk­ 
son.
